Maryland  schools  are  expected  to  meet  high  standards  for  student's  assessed 
knowledge,  attainment,  and  participation  by  1 995.  Following  are  the  number  of 
school  systems  that  have  met  the  satisfactory  or  excellent  standard  by  the 
individual  data-based  areas  for  the  1990-91  school  year: 

•  By  ninth  grade,  18  school  systems  have  met  satisfactory  or  excellent  standards 
in  reading,  12  in  mathematics,  6  in  writing,  and  4  in  citizenship. 

•  By  the  end  of  the  eleventh  grade,  23  school  systems  have  met  the  satisfactory 
or  excellent  standard  in  reading,  18  in  mathematics,  18  in  writing,  and  15  in 
citizenship.  Overall,  23  systems  have  met  the  satisfactory  standard  in  passing 
all  four  parts  of  the  Maryland  Functional  Test. 

•  Students  within  the  23  school  systems  have  met  at  least  satisfactory  standards 
in  the  area  of  elementary  promotion  rate,  23  in  elementary  attendance  rate,  3 
in  secondary  school  attendance  rate,  and  7  in  dropout  rate. 


Fifty-three  percent  of  the  homeless  children  in  Maryland  are  located  in  the 
Baltimore  Metropolitan  region. 

Critical  teacher  shortages  exist  in  the  areas  of  special  education,  science 
(chemistry,  earth  science,  physical  science,  and  physics)  foreign  language, 
mathematics,  and  trades  and  industry.  In  addition,  Baltimore  City  and  the  counties 
of  Caroline,  Garrett,  St.  Mary's,  and  Somerset  are  areas  of  extraordinary  teacher 
shortage. 

Sixty-four  percent  of  Maryland's  1 990  GED  examinees  were  under  the  age  of  25, 
and  33  percent  were  under  the  age  of  1 9.
